Will now utidcr altered asjiect of things, 
use his great authority on Parnell'.s side, 
so that, instead of facing a wing or seclinu 
of honm rule following, Mr. IJalfour will 
bo at once confronted with all tho vitjil 
forces of liberal opinion in ^Sngland and 
Ireland, under the control and mnnago- 
mont of two groat national loaders, Mr. 
■'ladstono and Mr. Parnell. One of Mr. 
Parnell's closest and ablest lientunants 
said to-day that the Irish leader's new 
uiuvement would absolutely currespi md in 
every respect with the system of organiza- 
tion known as Trado-Unionism of Eng- 
land, in ofl'ect Irishmun will claim equal- 
ity with Englishmen and bo very careful 
not to demand more. Tenants will bo in- 
structed not to expect to escajjo prison for 
conduct for which, though it may be de- 
fensive on moral grounds, is the same as 
would gut an English trade-unionist iiitn 
tnmble. English trade-unions have never 
been censured by Pope Leo XI 11, al- 
though repeated pressure has been 
brought to bear upon his holiness to do 
so. Leading natiomilists are enthusiastic 
over the proposed change and claim the 
Papal rescript will turn out a boomerang 
to tho tory party. Both Mr. Ciladstone 
and Mr. Parnell insist that

and liberties with Englishmen. Tho plan 
of campaign would have, no doubt, been 
illegal and Mr. Purliell, therefore, does 
not defend it.

The English contentinn at the hist elec- 
tion was that the refusal of homo rule by 
no means implied coercion, and was per- 
fectly consistent with the strict mainten- 
ance of tho system of oijual laws fur 
f reland. That contention is the vciy si i m 
and substance of the new programme, and 
under it the law in England, as it stands 
in respect of trade combinations, will be 
in the same position in respect of tenant 
combinations, or tho tory government 
will have to admit that under their re<jiini: 
there is one law for England and another 
for Ireland. The case has never been 
before tho English in this way, but few 
politicians doubt if the government should 
arrest iind convict tenants for an alleged 
ofl'enco, which, if committed by an .Eng- 
lish trade-unionist, would not bo ptuiisli- 
iible, a storm of indignation wimld be 
raised throughout England which 
would sweep the tories from 
power. One charge against the gov- 
ernment and its supporters, is that 
the last general election was won on false 
pretences. It is (juite true that liberal.s 
themselves tidmit that coerciun is the in- 
evitable alternative to homo rule. The 
government, therefore, might round on 
their critics and ask what sense thoro 
could be in blaming them for adopting a 
policy the critics themselves had dee'ared 
to bo inovitiible. They might do su, but. 
for this oim all important fact, that they 
l)ledged themselves to opposition ou tho 
general election. The

THE FIJI ISLANDS. 

AlTairs KeporUid as UiiBcltled and Trmiblo 
Feared. 

Tho brig Tahiti arrived from the Fiji 
Islands ye.iterday luorniiig rnd repurls 
tiflairs on Leuward Islands in unsettled 
and menaoious. The French government 
at Tahiti is sending water, provisions and 
ammunition to thu fleet of merchant vos-'' 
suls, none of the fleet daring to leave for 
the purpose for fear of trouble. 

Capt. Tumor stated tho following as 
the cause of the trouble: 'J'lio French 
warships hoisted tho American Hag over 
two of the islands. Tho natives objected 
luid hauled the Hag down. The French 
then fired ou the natives. Thoy immedi- 
ately took up arms. Thoy are now posted 
in tho mpuntains 600 strong. There has 
been several Bkirmislies in which tho ma- 
rines and several natives have boon killed. 
The French are said to be awaiting tho 
arrival of the Admiral to settle the ques- 
tion. 



A cyclone swept over Browntown, No., 
on Thursday, destroying Methodist, Bap- 
tist and Presbyterian churches, and eight 
dwellings.

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EMLN BEY. 

Whatever of roccitt news we have had 
of Emin Bey has been, as far as he wa.^ 
personally concerned, quite in harmony 
with what had long been known to be his 
highest and, till victory crowned his ef- 
forts, liis only iiinbitiuii. HiH desiro whs 
to do away with what lie ciinaidered the 
ciirso of Africa ~a cursu from wliich it 
would never bti freed without, Ktirnjioai 
help. Jf ho was anxious ooneeriiiiig his 
own .safety, it was beeaitse lu' felt — and 
tho ox))erieuces of some foregoing years 
tended to confirm the fueling — that, if lie 
were made away with, thore might be no 
one to take up and carry on his work. In 
the throni; and bustle of the busy world 
it is not usual for even men of great omi' 
nence and influence to think that, if they 
wore taken away, no worthy successor 
woidd supply their places. It is entirely 
difl'ercat, however, with men circum- 
stanced as (Jordon, Emin Buy, Living- 
stone and Stanley liavo been, for, in the 
case of each of tlio.ie distinguished men, 
there were moments when everything de- 
pended on a little further extension of 
their lease of life. Oordon's brooding 
fear was unhappily fulfilled just at the 
crisis when his life was' more than ever 
valuable to his country and his kind. Thi> 
task whi6h, years before that final catus- 
troplie, he had undertaken in Central 
Africa, in wliich Emin Bey was ono of his 
most tru.'ited lieutenants, was a task for 
which few men are qualilied. There are 
men who can l(!arii strange languages and 
who readily win the cbntidence of savage 
tribes and obtain tho mastery ovia- 
thoni. Such men may be clevis 
diplomatists, or good soldiers or abl 
administrators. But to perform the task 
which Gordon set Iiimsolf, something 
more was needed. Especially was there 
required some share of that enthusiasm of 
litiiuftiiity which cannot be feigned and 
which has always wrought marvels. Only 
that intense sympathy with tho human 
race, which is so rare as to lio deeuied al- 
m i.st divine, could induce a cultured and 
accoiuiili.ihcd man tn hiiry himself for 
years among savages, with only a rare 
chance of seeing a white face or hearing 
civilized speech, and jihiindant chances of 
being starved or murdered, or succumb 
ing U) disease, and all for the benefiting 
poor, ignorant people who could but 
faintly appreciate such self-stiorifice. Yet, 
but for such men, Africa would still be a 
dark continent in a sense of which the 
school boy of the jiresent has happily no 
notion. It was the suppression of tho 
slave trade which prompted tho most 
earnest and fruitful share of that explora 
lion which raised the veil of mystery froii 
Lhe Nile, the Congo, and the vast lakes 
of interior Africa, it is noteworthy in- 
deed, that almost all the person^, whether 
professed missionaries, men of science, 
uxplorers or administrators, who had any 
hand in laying Africa's case before the 
world, wore men of deep religious senti- 
ment, and men who had the sense of duty 
and of justice very largely duvoloped. 
There were, doiil.tless, foreigners of 
another class in Ai'ric.i at the same time, 
.•iiid on the slavery question there seems 
III have been .lome iin'on.sistent, if not 
acttially crooked, dealing. It is sonic 
satisfiiotion, however, that sad though 
Gordon's fete was as tho close of sueli a 
career, his life, even to thoso among 
whom, and for whoni,'. it was sacrificed, 
was not without lasting good fruit. When 
he wont to Central Africa in 1874, it is 
said that seven-eighths of tho population 
were slaves. Tho country swarmed with 
slavo-liiinters and slavo-dealors, and the 
local governors, appointed by tho Khe- 
dive, looked upon it simjily as one of 
their jirerogati ves to grow rich by the 
Irattic. Tho coiiditi<iii of the pe<jple was 
terrilile. They were so accustomed to Iks 
lied to and thre'iteneil and ill-treated, thai 
oven when free they wore miserable. 
They saw an enemy in every new comer. 
They could not oven trust their own 
kindred, since so pervading was the pov- 
erty that even the bread of tliraldum 
soonied preferable tu' stiirvation. The 
question was whether to soil or bo sold. 
If kindliness prompted husitatioii, he.si.ta- 
tion might bo niiiious. Thus every ho'uie- 
liuld was full of possible foes, and the 
only way to escape from treachi;ry was to 
practice it. Clordoii changed all that, 
lie put a stop to anarchy ami oppression. 
He won the lovo and ruapoct of 
(h9 natives by Acting m their 



friend. He enabled thoni to live W|thont 
fear of seizure and showed himself "a "ter- 
ror to evil-doors. Slaves he sot free. 
Those who had been in tlio service of tho 
slave-dealers, he made soldiors of. The 
robber pwhas ho ti.iriieJ out of otlico and 
sent about their business, lint a king 
arose in Egypt wlui know not (jlordoii, 
and Gordon was readied. In the day of 
need he went back — to die. Had his re- 
forms been maintained and persevered in 
thp Jtfalidi woulcl hayeremained unknown. 
But, after all, Gordon did not live and 
did not die in vain. His oxainiile lives to 
inspirit brave and good men to continue 
his work until it is finished. Tliiui the 
story of Emin Bey's government of the 
E(iuatorial ])rovince duriii-^ the last ten 
years there is nothing more creditable in 
modern history. It is to be hoped thai 
tho tidings which somi may bo exjieoted 
of Stanley and him will dispol tho gloom 
of suspense only broken by vague and un- 
satisfactory rumors. 

DESPONDENT GEITS. 

In their excess of rejoicing because one 
or two Grit members who were unseated 
for corrupt practices have succeeded in 
retaining their constituencies, our (irit 
friends bear witness to the deplorable con- 
dition to which they are now reduced.

Two or three less fortunate of the corru].- 
tioiiists who were unseated lia\e retained 
a inajority in their cou.stitiieiicies ; and in 
conseciuenco loud hallelujahs of praise are 
shouted across the continent. There 
could be no more satisfactory evidence 
forthcoming of the deep despondency of 
our disappointed np])oi!ents, except it be 
the plain unvarnished record of the result 
of the bye-elections which have boon hold 
since February, 1887 :
